WASHINGTON. — Insisting that

He warned, however, that if “this 
turns out to be impossible, then we 
are prepared to go to Geneva under 
the original conditions and try to 
iron out our differences there.” 

In an interview with the “Wash- 
Ington Star-News,” the Ambassador 
said the Geneva conference has been 
postponed over the past few months 
in order “to give a chance for 
bilateral diplomacy under the U.S. 
effort to revive an American in- 
itiative.” 

Warning that a Geneva  con- 
ference could turn into a mini- 
United Nations, Dinitz noted that 
Israel would “rather believe and 
hope that there would be a pos- 
sibility to have real negotiations 
and, if possible, under American in- 
itiative and American good offices.”

Grenade thrown in Jerusalem

KIRYAT SHMONA. — Arab ter- 
rorista staged a rocket attack on 
this northern town and threw a 
hand grenade at policemen in Je- 
rusalem yesterday in an attempt 
to mark the eighth anniversary of 

the Six Day War. 

The army spokesman said the 
rockets were fired from Lebanese 
territory at about 3 a.m. and hit 
in and around the town of Kiryat 
Shmona, three kms. from the fron- 
tler. 

Residents said several rocketa hit 
the area in the space of 25 minutes 
and damaged a kindergarten and 
set fire to a number of places 
in the town and on the surround- 
ing mountain slopes. One resident 
was slightly wounded by flying 
glass from shattered windows. The 
fires were quickly brought under 
control by the Fire Brigade. 

Prime Minister Rabin and the 
Chief of Staff, Rav-Aluf Mordechal 
Gur, flew to the town by helicopter 
in the early afternoon and toured 
the sites where the rockets hit. 
They were accompanied by Com- 
merce Minister Haim Bar-Lev, who 
is chairman of the Government 
committee for development towns, 
and Aluf Rehavam Ze‘evi, adviser 
on intelligence to the Prime Min- 
ister. 

The Premier and his party talked 
to townspeople near the wrecked 
Kindergarten and later met with 
the municipal council. Rabin said to 
newsmen: “I did not come here 
to make a political statement but 
to visit the site after the rocket 
attack which reminds us of the 
reality in which we live. I leave 
Kiryat Shmona encouraged by the 
determination and strength of the 
townspeople.” 

Power and phone lines cut by 
shrapnel had been repaired by early 
morning. Children who attend the 
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destroyed Kindergarten were sent 
to other kindergartens in the area. 

Mayor Avraham Aloni sald in 
the morning he had phoned the 
Premier to seek action on standing 
Government promises to build more 
shelters and reinforced security 
rooms in the town: 

This was the third rocket attack 
on Kiryat Shmona since April 11 
last year when three terrorists slip- 
ped into the town and killed 16 
civilians and two soldiers in an 


‘apartment house before being killed 


by counter-attacking soldiers. 
Wednesday night's attack sent 
local residents to shelters and se- 
curity rooms or —- in the absence 
of either to stairwells and 
windowless entrance halls. 


The rockets were fired from the 
Lebanese village of Markabe, about 
51, kms. ocorthwest of Kiryat 
Shmona. Markebe is located in 
hilly bush-covered terrain. 

The Katyushas are believed to 
have been of 182mm. calibre, a 
type rarely used unti] now by the 
terrorists. In operation, they are 
simlar to mortars and can be 
mounted on vehicles. A fragment 
found near the kind was 
inscribed with Russian Cyrillic let- 
tering and the figure 182. 

In Jerusalem, police sald a gre- 
nade was thrown at a group of 
policemen and Haga Civil Defence 
guards engaged in setting up a 
road barrier near the District Court 
in East Jerusalem, part of the 
precautions taken on the anniver- 
sary of the war. One Haga man 
was slightly injured by flying gre- 
nade fragments, 

The incident occurred at 7.20 
a.m. at the corner of Saladin and 
St. George Streets. 

The grenade was tossed from a 
height but it is not yet clear 
whether it was thrown from the 
solitary apartment house nearby 
or a passing bus. Police cordon- 
ned off the area and arrested eight 
persons. 

The anniversary passed quietly in 
the administered area apart from 
minor incidents: in Beit Sahur oear 
Jerusalem a crowd of pupils asz- 
sembled in the morning and in 
nearby Beit Jallah anti-Israel slo- 
gana were scrawled on the walls.

Fiabe yeennapersd pap pest φῦ por 
already been sent to the President showing that everything had 
gone smoothly, Miss Swain was in custody, and Tanashi 
Randopolo had made a fall confession. Bergus then made the 
mistake of saying that General Ismail must have given the 
President false information. 

‘When General Ismail heard this he immediately sent for the 
head of the CIA in Egypt, whose identity was of course known 
to him, ἃ certain Eugene Trone, who had diplomatic cover as a 
member of the mission looking after American interests. Trone 
urged that the business should be cleared up with the minimum 
of fuss and pleaded for the girl’s immediate release. When he 
got back to his office he wrote a letter to General Ismail of quite 
extraordinary frankness. “I want to assure you,’ he said, ‘that 
any information we obtained through the girl did not go to 
Israel. It was onty for the benefit of the United States. As a 
matter of fact, this was to the benefit of Egypt too, because it 
ua enabled the American Government, when Israel asked for more _ 
“3 ams on the ground of the arms being sent by the Soviet Union 
to Egypt, to tell them that they were exaggerating. I want you,” 
he went on, ‘to understand that Egypt is not the target in this 
espionage affair. As you know the United States and the Soviet 
Union are involved in a global confrontation. Here was a base 
from which the Soviets were operating, and we were naturally 
interested in what they were doing. We were spying on them and 
noton you.’ 

On his side, Akmed Ienail.was anxious not to let the affair 
get out of hand. Trone brought Bergus to see him, and Bergus 
made a complete apology. Poor man, all he had tried to do in 
Egypt appeared now to be in ruins, and during the interview he 
more or less collapsed. Miss Swain proved of tougher fibre. She 
refused to admit anything. The Americans used ail their blandish- 
ments to secure her release, but President Sadat refused to 
sanction it until some months later. Tanashi Randopolo had 
from the moment of his arrest been in a state of almost complete

Friction between Sadat and the U.S. 
developed late in 1971, when the - 
Egyptians uncovered a CIA. attempt to 

_ gain information about a Soviet airbase 
‘near Alexandria. This was followed by 
William Rogers’ abortive effort to 
achieve an interim agreement, calling 
for a partial Israeli withdrawal in Sinai. 


There was considerable fallout from the affair on the Russian 
side too. It seems that the Soviet base staff had at one time asked 
for all the surroundings of the runways to be planted with fruit 
trees to improve concealment, and Tanashi Randopolo had said 
that before he could arrange for this he must have a look at what 
was involved. They had flown him over the airfield in a heli- 
copter, and a full report of his jaunt was contained in one of the 
letters found on him when he was arrested. He had also struck 
up a close friendship with three commanders of nearby Soviet 
missile batteries, who used to visit bis home, and to whom he 
senit presents of wine and fruit. General Shazli was instructed to 
ask his counterpart, General Schwartzkopf, the Russian Adviser 
to the Chief of Staff, to withdraw the three missile commanders 
and to give orders that all Russian experts. in Egypt should be 
forbidden to discuss with any Egyptians any subject uncon- 
nected with training matters. 


Prepared to die for Egypt 


On 15 September Vinogradov and I were having lunch 
together. He said there was a matter be would like to raise in 2 
purely personal and confidential way.

When I 
told him about my talk with Vinogradov, however, he got in

* Jo one respect the Randopolo affair was particularly significant:

can National Security Council and Kissinger. It was to keep this 
channel open that President Sadat finally agreed to the release 
of Miss Swain.

Feskd shost the arrimde of the Egyptian Ministry of Foreign 

Affairs towards an interim agreement. From all the exchanges 
he had had with President Sadat over the last six months he had 
come to the conclusion that the Egyptian Government wanted 
an interim agreement ‘asa Practical way of starting the process 
towards peace’. Yet in an interview Mahmoud Riad had given 
on television the day before he had said: ‘I don’t understand 
what is meant by an interim agreement.” 

Riad explained that he was genuinely not clear 
what the US really meant. It seemed to him that the United 
States was President Sadat's proposal of the previous 
ἀρ ἠπεὶ (for opening the Suez Canal). What President Sadat 

id been suggesting then was a first phase in a process towards 
a ‘ao peace settlement according to Resolution 242. What the 
Israelis wanted, on the other hand, was a prolonged truce which 
would leave them in permanent possession of at least ninety 
per cent of the territory they had occupied in 1967. If the. 
Americans thought that the opening of the Suez Canal should 
be the signal for Jarring to draw upa timetable for the complete 
withdrawal, within a period of six months, of Israel from all 
Arab territories, then Egypt agreed one hundred per cent. 
Rogers countered by saying that the United States simply did 
not think a final plan could be drawn up at this stage, and that 
was why they had been talking about an interim agreement. If 
Egypt insisted that Israel should acknowledge an obligation to 
withdraw completely from all the conquered territories then he 
had to state in all frankness that the United States had no means 
of convincing the Israelis of the need to do this or of imposing 
such an obligation on them. 


Bight to cross the Canal 


The discussion continued along the same lines for some time. 
Mahmoud Riad tried to get some more precise information as 
to what the interim agreement was supposed to cover. Who 
would sign it? What would the UN's role in it be? How long 
would it last? In answer to this second question Rogers said it 
should contain a clause calling for revision after eighteen 
months. Would this mean, Mahmoud Riad asked, that after 
eighteen months, if nothing had been achieved, Egypt would 
have the right to cross the Canal and liberate the occupied 
territory by force? Rogers said that if there had been no progress. 
Egypt would obviously then have the same right it had now -- to 
do whatever it thought necessary for its own security. 

The Americans kept going back to the advantage they saw in 
an interim agreement -- that it would set ἃ precedent for an 
Israeli withdrawal, that it would be a practical movement towards 
the end they all had in view. Mahmoud Riad pointed out that 
the Israelis had been made to withdraw from the whole of 
Sinai in 1957, so this would not be a precedent and he stressed 
the danger of allowing Israel once again to convert what was 
meant to be a temporary arrangement into a permanent one. 
Finally, Rogers said that the discussion had left him extremely 
depressed. He felt that Mahmoud Riad was saying he could not 
accept ninety-nine per cent of what he wanted and would hold 
out for one hundred per cent - no problem in the world could 
be settled on that basis: Sisco echoed Rogers by saying that if 
Egypt insisted on all or nothing it would end with nothing. 

Some points of interest emerged from this otherwise un- 
Productive meeting. One was that the Americans were still 
convinced Egypt was incapable of making any: serious initiative 
on its own. At one point Rogers said: ‘I can imagine you, my 
dear friend, Mr Riad, coming to the General Assembly at the 
age of seventy-five preparing the same speech that you have 
a ep outa nal namtelegp dato

concession he had made, but of course once the speech had been 
made its contents had become official policy and were loyally 
supported by everyone in the Government. 

Tt must have been because he thought this divergence was ἃ 
real one, and capable of being exploited, that Rogers shortly 
after sent a direct message to President Sadat which was aimed 
at discrediting Mahmoud Riad. In this he said that Mahmoud 
Riad had been jumping to conclusions about the interim agree- 


ment. He had accused the United States of wanting to make the UI 


interim agreement an end in itself, and seemed unable to 
understand that it was really the beginning of a practical effort 
towards a final settlement. Mahmoud Riad, he said, had wasted 
a lot of time discussing semantics, but the Americans were going 
on using the expression ‘interim agreement’ because it was one 
used by all the other nations and to them it seemed quite precise. 
It meant, he thought, exactly what the Egyptians had in mind 
too — practical arrangements of a temporary nature that could 
Jead to other stages of progress towards a final settlement, But 
Rogers showed his continuing misunderstanding of the Egyptian: 
position when he referred to President Sadat's 4 February 
speech as containing ‘a proposal for an interim agreement which 
we consider an tive and constructive step’, whereas of 
course President Sadat had been talking about the first step in ἃ 
planned programme for final settlement, each stage of which was 
to be agreed within a specified period. At any rate, after this 
lunch meeting Rogers and Mahmoud Riad ceased to have any 
active part in negotiations over a Middle East settlement, which 
were conducted thenceforward between Kissinger and Hafez 
Ismail, Assistant to the President for National Security Affairs, 
or between Kissinger and President Sadat himself.

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Prompt and practical steps 
to stop the economic rot 


WIDE SECTIONS of the Israel pub- 
Me tend to see our economic 
malaise as a direct or indirect result 
of the Yom Kippur War, and of the 
tremendous defence burden we must 
mow shoulder. There igs a grain of 
truth in this view, but it becomes 
dangerous when pushed beyond pro- 
per limits. It leads then to despon- 
dency, because actions seem to be 
unable to produce tangible results 


δ 85 long as the political tension per- 


sists. Moreover, it is accompanied 
by the feeling that — because the 
basic issue is political, and hinges 
upon Israel's strategic position in 
Western defence — we shail even- 
tually be bafled out even if things 
get worse. It does not take into 
account the dependence of military 
strength on non-military factors — 
economic, social, moral—which may 
nullify even a lavish supply of wea- 
Pons and other mmterial resources, 
85 has been dramatically demon- 
strated in Vietnam. 


This view its also historically 
wrong, for our economic malaise 
dates ‘back to long before the last 
war. In the late ‘sixties warnings 
were heard about lavish spending, 
both private and public, about the 
adverse effects of persistent infla- 
tion: about the ever widening 
foreign trade gap and the growing 
dependence on foreign capital; about 
the cumulative impact of feather- 


5 bedding protection, cross-subsidiza- 


tion, and other malpractices. There 
was already talk of the need to 
wxarry out far-reaching fiscal, ad- 
ministrative, finence and labour 
reforms. The economists were al- 
ready calling on the Government to 
act swiftly, before matters got out 
of hand, even though the rate of 
inflation, the size of the foreign debt, 
and gocial unrest in the country were 
small in comparison to what we are 
witnessing now. 


HOT MONEY 


However, the warnings were dls- 
regarded, the reforms were post- 
poned. Instead, rescue was sought 
ip massive American aid and inter- 
national hot money. A rude awaken- 
ing for our economy — and people 
— was forecast on the eVe of the 
Yom Kippur War. In retrospect, we 
know that our economic position — 


and probably also our military pre- th 


paredness — would have been 
stronger, if those years had not been 
wasted, if the required reforms had 
been carried out earlier, That un- 
fortunate attitude can at most ex- 
plain, but never excuse, the prevail- 
ing tendency to go on delaying un- 
pleasant steps, marking time and 
hoping for the best.

JEWISH SCENE 


200 years of freedom 
‘for Swedish Jews’ °"' 


SWEDISH JEWRY has just cele- 
brated its 200th anniversary. The 
occasion was marked by a special 
service in a Stockholm synagogue 
that was attended by the King of 
Sweden. 

The first Jewish settler in Sweden, 
who arrived in 1774, was an 
graver and merchant called Aaron 
Isaac. The following year, other 
members of his family and several 
friends received permission to settle 
— and for the first time a regular 
minyan could be assembled in 
Stockholm. A few years later the 
Swedish parliament officially per- 
mitted the settlement of Jews (a)- 
though initially restricting them to 
Stockholm, Goteborg and Norrkop- 
ing). 

From time to time, there were 
outbreaks of anti-Jewish senti- 
ment (and during the early Nazi 
era there was a considerable pro- 
Hitler element), but the general! pat- 
tern has been one of freedom and 
absence of discrimination. The Jews 
have felt very much at home there. 
The last official restrictions on 
Jews were lifted in the middle of 
the 19th century. Following that 
there was a steady trickle of Jews 
to the country and about 8,000 were 
living there on the eve of World 
War τι. 

In the 1930s Swedish public opinion 
was not favourable toward the re- 
fugee issue. At the time Sweden 
was facing an unemployment prob- 
lem and few if any newcomers 
were welcome. However, this atti- 
tude changed during the war, when 
the full scope and horror of the 
Nazi persecution became known. 
Nine hundred Norwegian Jews and 
over 8,000 Jews from Denmark 
{following the famous rescue opera- 
ion) found refuge in Sweden. At 
the end of the war, thousands of

farewell speech of Mr, Mark Mose- 
vies, the outgoing president of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, must 
ring an alarm bell Mr. Mosevics 
did not disclose any new facts.

The hoped for ex- 
pansion of export industries is ham- 
pered by lack of adequate incentives 
and by the attraction exercised by 
the home market. . 


BUYING SPREE 


Mr. Mosevics warned that the 
situation is bound to worsen when 
the C-o-L allowance is paid next 
Month, due to be followed by sub- 
stantial tax reductions in the wake 
of the Ben-Shahar proposals, and 
another C-o-L, hike when VAT is 
eventually introduced. If action is 
ποῖ taken in time, the buying spree 
— which has somewhat subsided 
is likely to assume major propor- 
tions, the pace of inflation’ to 
accelerate, and the foreign trade 
gap to increase beyond the daunting 
figure of $3.5b. 

In order to prevent that, Dir. 
Mosevics suggested a one-year wage 
freeze, sharp scaling down of the 
C-o-L payments, and a series of 
Measures for the encouragement of 
industrial investments, export pro- 
Motion, and productivity. He called 
upon the Gaverament to stop worry- 
ing about popularity at a time when 
6 people must be told how bleak 
the situation is, how much our future 
depends on our joint efforts. : 

The programme outlined by Mr. 
Mosevics need not be accepted in 
all its details. For all his statesman- 
lke approach, he was speaking as 
the spokesman of the manufacturers, 
and was mainly concerned about 
their problems. One may doubt, for 
example, whether the right kind of 


Survivors of the death-camps were 
taken to sanatoria in Sweden, partly 
as a result of the humanitarian 
actions of Count Rernadotte. The 
Norwegian and Danish Jews re- 
turned to their countries after the 
war but about 6,000 of the others 
remained and eventually became 
Swedish citizens. 

The most recent influx emanated 
from Poland after the Six Day War. 
They were the victims of the anti- 
Semitic campaign that broke out in 
Poland in 1968. Some came to Is- 
rael, but about 6,500 settled in 
Scandinavia, about half in Sweden 
and half in Denmark. Today there 
are 15,000 Jews in Sweden, about 
fifty per cent of them in Stockholm, 
with sizeable communities in Gote- 
borg and Malmo. 


THE IMPACT of the Holocaust 
and the: arrival of so many new 
settlers of Eastern European origin 
have wrought a mejor change in 
Swedish Jewry. Before the war, 
a strong sense of isolationism 
prevailed even among the Jews. As- 
stmilation was rampant and the rate 
of intermarriage was reported to 
be the highest in the world (al- 
though no accurate figures are avail- 
able). In the whole country there 
wes a single religious schoo] — and 
it operated one day a week. 

The picture today is very dif- 
ferent. Many attempts are being 
made to educate the children and 
also to provide cultural programmes 
for adults. Of special importance are 
the two summer camps for Jewish 
children. Over 600 children attend 
the all-day school run by the com- 
munity in Stockholm and there are 
other schools elsewhere. Today the 
Parents generally desire that their 
children recelve a traditional and 
Zionist education. 

The arrival of the refugees at 
the end of World War If led to 
ἃ reassessment of their Jewish iden- 
tity by the veteran Swedish Jews. 
They shouldered their responsibili- 
ties to the newcomers and enthu- 
siastically took thelr place in world 
Jewish organizations. The newcom- 
ers soon became the dominant elem- 
ent and the previous assimilation- 
ism gave way to a strong national- 
ism. Today, the community organiza- 
tion in Stockholm is flourishing with

The private sector would be forced 
to follow this lead, and the trade 
unfons—and the consumers—would 
be compelled to adjust themselves. 
as best they could. ‘ 

Probably the best way to boost 
exports would be to float the pound 
— perhaps by pegging it to a flex- 
ible basket of currencies — even 
though that might result in higher 
prices of imported commodities. 

The most effective way to advance 
productivity would probably be a 
cut in public spending projects — 
housing in εἶ τ -- coupled 
with legislative action to regulate 
the functioning, and to fix the res- 
ponsibility, of shop committees. A 
number of other new policies should 
be launched once business condi- 
tions and the mood of the public 
were changed by a more realistic 
approach. 

All this in no way detracts from 
the importance and urgency of Mr. 
Mosevics’ appeal, but it is unlikely 
to be heeded, just because it is too 
topical, and aimed at urgent prob- 
lems. Can our weak Government, 
leaning heavily on a Histadrut 
divided against itself, be expected 
to carry out any such programme? 
Probably not. But the need to act 
before it is too late is obvious, and 
the real question is: how can the 
Government be strengthened so as 
to put an end to the present im- 
mobility 7 

In the current emergency situa- 
tion, an efficient leadership — a2 
national coalition by whatever name 
— is required not so much to cope 
with foreign policy problems, as 
to put our own house in order. The 
programme outlined by the manu- 
facturers' president is not very dif- 
ferent from that of the Labour 
Alignment.

‘The Paris Air Show 
Slick sales talk at 


the arms supermarket’ 


By ELIAS ANTAR 
PARIS (AP). — Much of the Paris 
Air Show is a vast arms supermar- 
ket, in which only Western manu- 
facturers are selling. The Soviet 
Union and its East European allies 
are showing only civilan planes. 

Asked why such potential sellers 
as the Mig23 jet fighter are not 
on display, a Soviet official lower- 
ed his eyes and said, “We show only 
civillans.”” 

Other sources pointed out that 
political advantage, not economic 
gain, is the governing factor In So- 
viet arms exports. 

But Western manufacturers are 


. promoting their “weapons systems” 


with lavish hospitality, slick sales 
talk and enthusiasm. 

“Attaboy, get ‘em, go, £0, £0, 
baby,” shouted an official of one 
American aerospace company 85 a 
new American jet fighter zoomed 
into the sky on a demonstration 
flight. And the plane was manufac- 
tured by a rival company. 

One brochure describes a super- 
sonic fighter thus: “World's most 
capable air superiority fighter... 
eliminates harmful objects with its... 
weapons system, extreme-range, sim- 
ultaneous muitiple-missile launch, 
and variable sweep-wing versatility.” 


More than 550 exhibitors from 20 
countries are displaying their wares 
at this year’s show, which opened 
Friday and closes next Saturday. 

Any arms deals made here are 
kept a close secret. But a Japanese 
delegation is looking for warplanes, 


and teams from Saudi Arabia, Iran, 
Libya, Canada and other countries 
have shown plenty of interest. 

‘This conversation waa held under 
the barrel of an anti-aircraft gun 
produced by a Swedish firm: Lot- 
erested visitor: “Ia the gun fully 
automatic?” Exhibitor: “No, an of- 
ficer aims with that thing, and the 
gun swings round, but then the gun- 
ner has to press the button himself. 
It’s very simple. We use a proximity 
fuse.” 

A Swiss firm making a_ similar 
weapon is more precise: ‘The radar 
captures the enemy fighter, tracks 
it, gives automatic instructions to 
the gun, swings it round and fires 
it. All the gunner has to do is load 
the shelis.” 

With proximity fuses? “No, sir, 
we rely on a direct hit. A proxim- 
ity fuse is no use.” 

Many of the civilian planes and 
helicopters being shown can also 
be used in combat. Of the 176 Air- 
craft on display, some 60 have dual 
functions. 

A French helicopter called the 
Gazelle ig recommended for rescu- 
ing stranded skiers.

A light Swedish plane called the 
Supporter looks like a Piper Cub 
and has a top speed of 155 miles an 
hour.

GENEVA (UPI). — The Interna- 
tional Labour Organization (ILO) 
opened its 60th annual conference 
here on Wednesday with the promo- 
tion of equality for women workers 
heading its agenda. 

The 2,000 government, employer 
and worker delegates from ILO's 
125 member countries elected Phi- 
lippines Labour Minister Blas Opie, 
president of the conference. 

Marking International Women's 
Year, delegates are to draw up a 
plan of action to promote equal 
treatment for women workers. A 
report to the conference says sex- 
‘tased discrimination in wages is 
still widespread. 

The ILO Secretariat is also call. 
ing on the conference to make the 
working environment more human 
and points out that there are some 
160,000 industrial accidents every 
day around the world. 


DAMASCUS (AP). — Syria doubled 
its exports in 1974 to $800m., the 
Customs chief said on Wednesday. 

Anis Chaarani, director general of 
the Customs Authority, said the ex- 
port figure compared to 81.410. of 
imports, much of it paid for by 
aid from Arab oii nations. 

Chaarani did not ger sown the 
export figure.

ISRAELIS now have the alter- 
native of either doubting the ef- 
ficacy of their police, which fail- 
ed to subdue an unruly gang of 
Ashkelon pipeline workers, or 
assuming that their intervention 
‘was never Meant to be taken 
seriously, that it was merely a 
show of force. The second view 
is, of course, by far the more 
plausible. Few will believe that a 
handful of unarmed strikers 
could defy the Israel authorities 
for over a fortuight if the latter 
were willing to use force. On the 
other hand, we have got used to 
the sight of our authorities 
applying strong-arm tactics, and 
then quickly climbing down, an- 
nouncing that they had never in- 
tended a showdown, that a 
settlement could still be found if 
the pertinent details were 
properly studied. To this end, an 
arbitrator or a joint committee 
is then appointed, and eventual- 
ly a secret peace formula is 
worked out, presented as an 
achievement, but actually gran- 
ting most —- if not all — —- of the 
demands originally rejected as 
inacceptable. 

Such. precedents are too 
familiar to need enumeration. 
Some of the major precedents 
were in the transport sector — in 
the harbours, at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port, in ΕἸ Al — and are 
therefore well known to the 
Ashkelon strikers. At the 
Pipeline itself the present con- 
flict — including misdemeanour 
by the marine crews, lockout by 
the company, and eventual com- 
promise — is only a repeat per- 
formance of the events of 
September last. 

- On the face of it, the police 
had to intervene in order to 
restore law and order. The task 
force was sent to the Ashkelon 
sea-shore to apprehend the fugi- 
tive strikers. This official ver- 
sion was upheld by the courts, 
and given wide prominence by 
the media. However, as time 
went by, it became increasingly 


difficult to maintain. MKs and 
other VIPs established contact 
with the alleged law-breakers.‘ 
The strikers at sea were — 
secretly — interviewed on TV. 
The Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee warned it applying 
over-stiff penalties. 
Ashkelon Labour Council in- 
tervened on their behalf, 


Right To Strike 


It turns out — and not for the 
first time — that in a labour con- 
flict, law and order, and the 
rules of conduct are ill-defined, 
and their application depends to 
a considerable extent on public 
opinion. And public opinion — by 
and large — supports the wage- 
earners’ right to resort to strikes 
and sanctions even though this 
may involve trespass and cause 
enormous damage. Whether or 
not people agree with the 
strikers’ specific demands, and 
with their conduct, they oppose 
any curtailment of their 
recognized rights. The Histadrut 
claims its prerogative to ap- 
prove — or to veto — a strike ac- 
tion, and would like to act as a 
supreme, final arbiter. But in. 
practice few expect this to be

EVERY NOW AND THEN Israel 
Television provides us with a 
television drama that revives our 
sagging hopes that the medium 
can make a major contribution to 
the country's creative arta, quite 
apart from the impressive 
achievements jn newscasting, 
documentaries and satirical 
products. Such a show was 
Yehoshua Sobol's ''Haflf,"’ on 
Monday night. 

The pleture certalnly had Its 
weaknesses, the main one boing 
the usual TIsracli love of 
slcreotypes on film. It js all too 
easy to take out of the drawer the 
usual arrogant boss, the Isracii 
labourer, the barmaid with the 
heart of gold, the keyman cad run- 
ning the Workers’ Committec, the 
prejudiced newspaperman, and 
this picture erred in having all of 
these. The story too was a thread- 
bare one — the worker who comes 
home from ἃ long period of 
reserve duty, to find his job on the 
erane givon to another, and his 
wife unfaithful with the cad. What 


_ Was new was that she and that 


scoundrel hod also smashed up 
poor Rafi's car, reminding me of 
the heartless girl of the old song 
who stole my Ford car to run 
away with my best friend. 


THE SITUATION, I suspect, was’ 
borrowed from overseas themes 
of the two world wara, where men 
were away for years, and wives 
elther enlisted or went to work, 
finding service to their country 
and solace for their loneliness in 
new  cnvironments, ‘and 
sometimes in other men's arms. 
By and large, I think, most’ 
marriages can stand separations 
of 200 days (with some leave in- 
serted), and Israeli soldiers with 
permanent jobs arc In theory fully 


protected; it was the small In- 
dependent artisans and 
shopkeepers who were hard hit. 
Thus it was sometimes hard to 
suspend disbellef in the theme. 

Despite these reservations, the 
film was excellent: some of the 
actors, particularly Zeev Revah 
as Rafl and Jackle Cohen as his 
friend, transcended the 
typecasting, fleshed out the 
characters, had hot blood running 
In thelr velna. The background of 
the port was used with an effect of 
complete authenticity; our sym- 
pathies were entircly engaged by 
the stevedores, no casy feat in a 
society which has been trained to 
look upon them as the villains In 
the sketch. Tho twlats of the plot 
were absorbing; we wondered all 
the tlme how poor Rafi would 
eventually surmount his ap- 
parently insurmountable 
problems, and I for one was 
rather indignant when the film 
ended abruptly, leaving us to 
RApeculate about what would 
happen afterwards. 

A most commendable effort, 
and I hope we will get more of the 
same. No doubt some stuffed shirt 
will object that the fllm showed 
unfaithful wives, callous 
employers, arrogant shop 
stewards, smuggling stevedores, 
etc. otc., and so was calculated to 
lower morale. I note, for example, 
that the Minister of Education 
Aharon Yadlin, objects to TV 
showing the seamy side of Israeli 
Ife. TV can only hold a mirror up 
to nature; If Yadlin doesn't like 
what he sees on his TV screen, he 
must change the country's habits.

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villainous Jew who out-Shylocked 
Shylock and out-Fagined Fagin. 

The crities may have a point. 
Personally, I find the British so 
funny when they try to become 
Russians, Germans or Americans 
— or, for that matter, Jews — that 
T can never take them sufficiently 
seriously to get mortally offended 
by these grotesque caricatures, 
This film made me think of an 
upper-class English family, with 
intellectual pretensions, getting 
together on ἃ week-end, and try- 
ing to alleviate boredom by play- 
Ing charades. Somebody 
suggested to Rex Harrigon and his 
playmates that they should try to 
depict degenerate Russian 
aristocrats drinking and whoring, 
Russian peasants poaching and 
Killing, Russian Jews buying the 
property of the sald degenerate 
aristocrats in the names of 
nominees, and throwing the un- 
deserving rich out into the snow at 
Christmas, 

So Rex jumps up, and cries, 
“Oh, I say, what a jolly idea, good 
show, old man," and they all dress 
up in the dowager’s clothes they 


did their job better than those In 
the press, with Ha'aretz's Gamzu 
particularly singled out for 
"irrelevance." Sonia quoted a 
local teenager at the play, who 
said, ‘I feel as though I were in 
London!" 


NEXT, a Jon! Mitchell record, 
again preceded by a respectful 
malni-analysis. Cut, now, to a 
Patient architect and town 
planner, Elisha Gat, who had been 
sitting in the studio all along. No 
somments from him on Eddie 
King or Joni Mitchell, bit rather a 
plan to solve big-city housing 
problems — specifically, the drift 
of young couples to "bedroom sub- 
urbs" léaving the kindergarten- 
and-schoo! infrastructure In the 
city empty. .His suggestion is to 
bulld flats for young couples on 
the roofs of existing buildings. 
Thore [5 much to be said on this 
and on the infrastructure of the 
problems giving birth to it; but 
after a short while Joni Mitchell 
Game back, leaving urban 
irrationality still with us. And on 
to an issue which has aroused 
flaming emotiona In the theatre 
world. here, but of which most of 
us are unaware. ; 
This has to do with the recent 
departure from Israel of an 
English director, Mike Alfreds, 
who left'a day after flinging a 
stinging orltique of Israeli actors 
in the local press: !"They are total- 
ly undisciplined, and when you 
ask how they are all they ever say 
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find in the attic, and have such a 
lovely romp. 

At no stage was any real effort 
made to carry convictlon, the 
laughs wont to the best 
caricatures — the libertine, the 
drunk, the pistol-packing mam- 
ma, the villainous Jew, none of 
them was ever intended to be 
taken seriously, so I for one was 
not mortally offonded. 


“ALL THE BEGINNINGS" 
brought us qulte a different kettle 
of fish, parts of a film based on a 
story by a Lithuanian Jewish {m- 
migrant, Yitzhak Marass. Writing 
in Lithuanian, he was apparently 
ἃ well-established novelist, and I 
can understand why: the extracts 
from ''On What Does the World 
Stand?" were terrifying. He 
himself, fishing with Imited 
success ἴῃ the Mediterranean in- 
stead of in the Baltic — he now 
ives in Holon — was a very at- 
tractive, modest and engaging 
person, who has obviously 
pondered deeply about what he 
writes.

A SECOND visit to Vladimir Bonacic's 
show of Dynamic Computer Objects 
now at the Israc]l Museum — this time 
in broad daylight with only some units 
eperational and others working at a 
slower pace — enabled me to tako a 
longer and better look at the physical 
makeup of the constructions, on which 
T touched briefly last week, in the con- 
text of my general remarks on the 
various roles a computer can play, 
either as a tool in the hands of an artist 
or a8 ἃ source generaling material by 
lisclf. 1 waa olao able to learn 
someLhing of Bonactie's Intentions. 
Bonaele, [ft appears, Js, in hia pra- 
sent work, leks Interested in com- 
posing with the computer, or using It 
de αι calculator, than In researching 
what he calla "hidden data," the 
material that can be obtained from 
“Inside"' the computer onee it hes 
beon set on a certain course, here, for 
instance, manufacturing patterna (on 
ἢ square grid) that are each of maxi- 
mum difference from all of the preced- 
ing palterns cbtainad 
ly memorized — by the computer, A 
binary compound computation of a 
grid of 32 squares can multiply itself 
almost Instantly into Uillions of grid 
patterns, cach as different as possible 
from each other, a mind-boggling 
number, each of a nature that no 
human can visuallze in advance. This 
primary "act of ercation," set off by 
man and generated as a whole fleld by 
tho computer, can then be summoned 
. UP out of the computer's memory one 
pattern at a time, at any apeed the 
operatoreartiat desireg, On the largest 
of Bonacic's screens of light tubes, the 
patterns can be recalled one a second 
for some 200 years, an instantly- 
created, inexhaustible supply for the 
artlal-selector! Little wonder Bonacia 
aces the computer as a “partner.” 
The same screen also produces a 
succession of musica tones that have 
® dircet correlation with the visual 
patterns. The ultimate creative step of 
selecting and combining the patterns 
or tones still remains with the 
researcher-artiat. (Unfortunately, the 
bugs were not all Ironed out of the 
music tones at our last visit and one 
waa unable to form an assessment of 
thelr quality. Somewhat saturated 
‘with the thousands of patterna I ab- 
sorbed laat week In the matter of a few 
minutes, 1 was also quite in error in 
assuming that the colours in the light 
patterns were formed out of one's 
after-/mageg retained of the three 
basic colours. Looking at the slowed- 
down grid from close up this week, I 
could see that there are actually 16 
different types of coloured glass in- 
serted Into the ends of the modular 
groupings of tubes. It will be a long 
Ume, evidently, before colour can be 
generated directly and its quality im- 
proved. The large grid, by the way, 
looks a lol better as an “art object” 
.from an acute angle rather than on

Bonacic doesn't 
want to play games copying Bach by 
analyals, for instance, a8 some com- 
puter men have done; he wanta the un- 
iversal language to be used creatively, 
The more the international communi. 
ty uses English, he points out, the 
richer that language gets; the more 
people using and creating computer 
memory, the richer this truly inter- 
national language will become (one 
computer's memory can, of course, be 
fed into another, or at least linked to 
(1), Bonacic 18 careful to exchew 
speculation, but he points to 
philosophers currently working on 
wasy to define patterns of abstract 
thought and he thinka that in this field 
tho use of the computer is indiapensi- 
ble.

THE contemporary art multi- 
ple (like its ancestor the limited 
edition lithograph, etching or 
silkscreen), is an artistic state- 
ment (painting, sculpture or ob- 
ject) reproduced with no varia- 
tion, in large quantities, larger 
than under traditional conditions, 
Le., the customary six to elght 
sculptural castings or the alngle 
unit painting. It affords the one 
an opportunity to purchase 
original, signed works of art at 
more "'accessible" prices. 
Currently on view at the Italian 
Cultural Institute is a rather 
engaging show of 40 sculptures by 
22 artists, each one of a multiple 
edition produced and marketed by 
Venturl Arte of Bologna. Paolo 
Venturi, the 34-year-old manager 


οἱ Venturi Arte, established his 


multisculpture enterprige in 1989: 
already involved in an established 
family foundry, he created a 
specialized foundry for creating 
multiple editions utilizing modern 
industrial techniques and 
materials. Presently, with rare 
exception, a scuiptor working 
with Venturi Arte can expect a 
(nished cast in one day, instead of 
the arduous work of several days 
— and even weeks — using the 
traditional methods of the Middle 
Ages. 

Discounting one or two small 
concerns in the United States, 
Venturi Arte claims to be the only 
serious foundry manufacturing 
signed and numbered sculptural 
editions. Thelr usual edition is 55 
and each unit is inspected by the 
artist before he signs it. 

The sculptures brought to Tel Aviv 
offer the spectator only a limited 
range of contemporary statements. 
Although the workmanship and 
presentation are first rate, the 
Prevaient artistic styles (and Media) 
are uncompromisingly conservative, 
mostly 4 figurative-symbolism which 
in many cases borders on a restated 
surrealism. 

Venturl told me that because of per- 
sonal preference his early contacts 
gravitated towards a group of 
“Imagists," sculptors who maintalned 
a figurative or quasi-subjective style. 
Thig circle Includes RIMONDI and 
GIAN CARLO MARINI, both of whom

Transformation of naturalism into 
symbolic forms is best described by 
FINOTTI. His “Erotle Tales No. 1" in- 
Corporates erect detailed asparagus 
stalks vegotating from the muscular 
erogenous region of a male nude. Its 
success, like so many other sculptures 
In the show, Iles in the compelling pic- 
torial disparity and sensitive handling 
of surface textural drawing, rather 
than witha challenging robust dimen- 
sional approach of form and mass. 
BERROCAL'S two pleces, “La Cic- 
clona"” and "La Menina” are superb 
examples of his pronounced inyen- 
tiveness and industria! skills, Playful, 
yet deeply serious, his polished bronze 
women are composed of assembled 
Pieces that can be taken apart, altered 
and transposed; or In the case of “La 
Menina” one can remove her ornate 
head and stash it away in a preplann- 
od storage cabinet — the rotund hoop 
skirt. 


DALI'S famous painted bronze of 
1086, "The Venus de Milo of the 
Drawers" plus his more recent work 
“Venus on the Giraffe” exemplify the 
surrealist and purely occult tenden- 
cles. Also in this category are 
TRUBBIANI and KARAVAN, of 
which the former's "Blue Rock- 
Thrush," a mixed media resin-bronze 
object depicting an unscrupulous look- 
ing bird enclosed forever in a tinted 
bottle, is a real hybrid piece where 
very natural forms have been engaged 
to render an eccentric fantasy, 

Venturi understands artistic and 
business trends: he has begun to 
produce sculptures of a more non- 
subjective character on a limited 
basis, like CONSAGRA'S "Theme" of 
organized standing patterned pla- 
ques; RAMBELLI'S “Kaleidescope,"” 
a scale model of a large playground 
sculpture; CASSINARI'S exploding 
spherical ‘‘Pomegranates'’; and 
TIRELLI'S imeginary architectural 
forms. 

Venturi looks back over the past six 
years feeling a sense of accomplish- 
ment {n that he has been something of 
ἃ pfoneer and a_ promis 
future for multisculpture. I tend to 
agree, provided, however, that a more 
exciting and palatable mixture of 
styles Is offered, as well as an added 
sculptural emphasis to replace some

THERE SEEMS to be a 
widespread feeling, I say to Alut 
Yeshayahu Gavish, that the pre- 
sent position of no-war, no-peace 
ig fast becoming unendurable for 
all parties involved In the Middle 
East, and that something has to 
change. 

“It's not so much a question of 
the position being impossible — it 
is amazing what is possible — but 
that it is undesirable,” replies 
Gavish. "Οὐ difficulty is — what 
kind of peace do we want? We 
have to be clear about our target. 
What do we want? How will we get 
there? To what will the Arabs 
agree? I am very much afraid 
that there js no clarity on our side 
as to our peace aims,"* 

Does this mean that he is 
against the Kissinger system of

“I'm not against the Kissinger 


method or any other method, 
provided it is part of a comprehen- 
sive approach. It may be easier to 
bargain with one party rather 
than several, over one thing 
rather than many. But we must 
know what our ultimate target ts. 
If we see that a partial settlement 
is taking us along the road to the 
final settlement we want, that is 
O.K. by me — but to treat a Partial 
settlement as {f it were final is in- 
correct. For example, to give up 
the Mitle and Gidi passes for a 
vague declaration, without know- 
ing where this is leading, would be 
downright stupid. 

“Say you and I decide to go to 
Jerusalem. We can go there hy 
car or train or bus or cart or on 
horseback or on foot — but we 
know where we're going, li's a 
question of how we'll get there 
best with the means at our dis- 
posal.

With Premier Yitzhak Rabin 
heard that Israel should lose no time 
is ALUF (Res.) YESHAYAHU GAVISH, 


where Ben-Gurion explained his 
decislon’to the settlers from the 
kibbutzim around the Gaza Strip: 
The kibbutzniks, facing the 
possibility of renewed attacks by 
fedayeen because Israel was 
withdrawing, protested furiously, 
but Aluf Gavish, who was also pre- 
sent, overrode their objections. 

“Exactly. I remember it very 
well. The Old Man told them that 
was what the Government had 
decided, and that they had to trust 
him, everything would be all 
right, and they accepted it,"' 

On the other hand, Golda Melr 
alwaya insisted, did she not, that 
there was no need to split the na- 
tion over the future of the oc- 
cupied areas, until we reached a 
peace table.

But since the Yom Kippur War, 
things have changed completely. 
Many of the Arabs have come up 
with plans — the Egyptians have a 
plan, Saudi Arabia has a plan, 
even Arafat has a plan. We may 
not agree with any of their plans, 
but we do have to come up with 
something of our own. 

“As I said, I really think that 
the Americans don't know what 
Israel wants. We have plenty of 


friends In America — look at the 


letter to Ford from the Senators, 
But, unless we tell them what we 
want — they may not accept It, 
but at least let them know — how 
can we evolve a common policy? 
After all, the only real friends we 
have in the world are the 
Americans; they should ‘be told 
what we're after. As long as we 
aren't clear ourselves, how can 
we expect our friends to help us?"

Strauss gave 
Mann much help in introducing 
him to the sourcea of Jewish 
philosophy and religion. Katia 
Mann writes In her recently 
published memoirs that her hus- 
band “was very occupted with his 
Orlental studics and took them 
most seriously and the work on 
Joseph is permeated with the 
results." Many of the books ho 
used in writing this novel are now 
preserved in the Thomas Mann 
Archivos {n Zurich. 

Katla Mann also tells how the 
book, originally concoived as a 
short story, grew and grow over 
the years. Thomas finally 
accepted her advice to have each 
volume published separately, aa 
soon as the manuscript was 
ready. Thus, ‘‘The Tales of 
Jacob" appeared in the German 
original in 1933, “The Young 
Joseph"’ In 1984, ‘Joseph in 
Egypt'' in 1936 and “Joscph the 
Provider" tn 1043. More than once 
Katla sighed while the work was 
in progress: “I know, 1᾽}} never 
see the end..."', 

But finally she did. And when 
the tetralogy was completed 
towards the end of World War IT, 
while Mann was living at his 
American place of axile on tha 
shores of the Pacific, he regarded 
τι, agcording to Katia, ‘‘as his 
most cherished, his best, his most 


_ essential and his most Important 


work.'' 
Moat critics will agree with this 
evaluation, 


MANN'S ORIENTAL journey of 
1930 was his {{γδὲ and last visit to 
this part of the world. A few yeara 
before his death in Switzerland (in 
1956), he dreamt of travelling to 
India, stopping en route in Israel, 
and In connection with this, the 
Israel Association of Jewish Im- 
migrants from Central Europe 
decided to invite him to give some 
lectures in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv 
and Haifa — but nothing came of 
it. 

‘The ‘nspection trip’ to the 
Middie East, as Mann called it, 
‘was not all pleasure — partioular- 
ly at the beginning. The couple left 
Europe in February, when the sea 
was very rough, and had a rough 
Passage on the Mediterranean 
trom Genoa to Alexandria. 

Once in Cairo, the Manns 
follawed the usual tourist 
itinerary: they went aboard one of 
those Nile steamers of Cook's and 
visited Aswan, Luxor and’ some 
placea still further south, which: 
they found most fascinating. Back 
in Cairo, Mann waa given a recop- 
tion by the Arab Literary Club, 
and was entertalned by the editors 


᾿ of the leading daily, "Al Mokat- 


tam." They also did the usual 
sight-seeing in Cairo, Whon, in 
1978, I- asked Mann's youngest 
daughter, ‘‘Maedi"’ — now FProf..

After his release from hospital, 
there was not much time left for 
the traditional visits to the tourist 
sites in Jerusalem. It seems that 
Mann saw less of them than Franz 
Werfel and Oskar Kokoschka had 
done a year earlier, under the ex- 
pert guidance of the Jerusalem 
resident author, M.Y. Ben- 
Gavriel, Werfel had come here in 
quest of eyc-witness reports and 
other material on the World War [ 
massacre of the Armenians which 
he was jater to describe in his 
“Forty Days of Musa Dagh"; 
Kokoschka painted a famous pic- 
ture of Jerusalem scen from the 
Mount of Olives. 


THOMAS MANN made a 
thorough tour of the Hebrew Uni- 
voraity, then five years old, and 
of the Jewlsh Nationa] and Uni- 
versity Library, with chancellor 
Dr. J.L. Magnes and Prof. Hugo 
Bergmann as his guides. Next, ac- 
companied by Leo Hermann, the 
Sceretary-General of the Keren 
Hayeassod, he set out on a two-day 
trip up North — seeing much af 
Samaria, including Jacob's Well, 
near ancient Nablus, the Valley of 
Jezreel, Lower and Upper Galllee, 
including Nazareth, and Tiberias, 
and several kibbutzim. He learn- 
ed a lot from Leo Hermann about 
the theory and practice of 
Zionism, but he did not become a 
Zionist. As a humanist and a 
citizen of the world he sought a 
non-national solution for the 
Jewish problem. The author 
Manfred Sturmann, who met 
Thomas Mann In Munich soon 
after his return from Palestine, 
remembered later: ‘...He was 
deeply impressed with the 
Ploneering spirit he had en- 
countered in this country, but I 
felt that he found it difficult to 
belleve in the final success of the 
Zioniat movement though he ap- 
_preciated its motivations." 

With the growth of the Nazi 
movement and anti-Semitism in 
Germany, however, Mann started 
to support Jewish settlement in 
Palestine for humanitarian 


reasons — despite his political 
doubts. Repeatedly he put his 
name and his pen at the disposal 
of the newly-founded German Pro- 
Palestine ‘Committee, and once 
in 1982, he travelled from Munich 
to Nuremberg for an address by 
him to be relayed by telephone to 
a New York gathering in honour of 
the Hebrew University. (Ap- 
parently a direct relay from 
Munich to New York was 
technically not possible at the 
time.) 

The first volume of the Joseph 
tetralogy was published when 
Mann, then at the beginning of his 
emigration, had already settled in 
Switzerland, and his eldest 
daughter Erika had succeeded in 
smuggling out the manuseript of 
the continuation from his aban- 
doned home In Munich. It was a 
great satisfaction to him that he 
was able to oppose the Nordic- 
racialist, arrogant tendencies of 
the new poetry and propaganda of 
the Third Reich by his ‘picture 
and story book on mankind," and 
its Biblical background. On 
neveral occasions he explained 
the artistic and humanitarian in- 
tentions of this gigantic work, and 
read from it in public — once, in 
1937, in a ZAonist circie in Munich. 

Incidentally, moved by the 
shattering impressions of the 
Holocaust, he eventually 
developed a more positive view of 
the political aspects of Zionlam 
and tried to help the movement. In 
an essay he wrote in 1044, for a 
book edited by Meyer Weisgal on 
the occasion of Chaim Weiz- 
mann‘s 70th birthday, he stated: 
At ls no wonder, it is but right 
and just, that the national con- 
sciousness of the Jewish people 
has been immeasurably inten- 
sified by the events of the recent 
years and that the Zionist idea 
proves to possess ἃ steadily grow- 
ing persuasiveness and power. 
The idea of a national concentra- 
tion of the Jews in a place other 
than that of the Dispersion, that is 
to say the Zionist idea, is no longer 
a controversial one today. It isa 
splritua] fact which must be 
respected, and it will overcome 
every resistance that opposes its 
realization..."

A PERFECT CIRCLE OF SUN by 
Linda Pastan. Chicago, Swallow 
Press. 58 pp. $5.

THE WARMTH and homeliness- 
with-artletry of this cycle of short 
poems remind us what poetry was 
before the intellectuals came to 
dominate it. 

Linde Pastan avolds the nar- 
cigsistle kind of poetry that, since 
the days of Pound and Eliot, has 
been written for other pocts, or 
brilllant critios, ot eager 
sophomores. Like Emerson and 
Frost, she 18 a sophisticated bard. 
Her heroine is Hmily Dickinson, 
for whom she writcs a verse Ao- 
colade in thia collégtion. Pastan, 
too, tries to find poetiq language in 
the accents of the common peopla, 
for she, too, [8 exelted by common 
‘experience. ' : 

Take as an-example the first 
three lines οὐ, ἃ poem called At 
Bingham Falls, Vermont’; 
There were uo weilerfalle tu 

Eden, ; . ἫΝ 
no pure curves of force streaming 
down hil ae 
Hke wei staldons to mate with 
rock, . : 


The allusion to Eden requires 
no esoteric knowledge. It 
engenders an immediate vision of 
idyllic perfectlon that the poet in- 
tenda to shatter. To Pastan, com- 
mon emotions that we, who are 
forever east of Eden, experience 
have their own purity, though they 
are surely not Edenic., Note the 
outrageously apt sexual. image 
that attracts, reveals, and creates 
awe quite like a Donne image ina 
“Holy Sonnet.” The technique 
makes us see, feel, and think. We 
participate, and that makes all 
the difference. 


EDEN indeed, in a major motif - 


In Pastan's poetry, for she secs 
the loss of it everywhere, especlal- 
ly as she contemplates her child- 
ren. In ‘To a Second Son," she 
foresees the loss of the child’s in- 
nocence and the unavoidable in- 
herltance that will. ‘plaguo/the 
perfect body that you will grow In- 
ἴον" “‘My, daughter at almost 
three,” she says in ''Wood," can- 
not escape ‘'the viruses that come 
even through the mailslot” — a 
striking line indeed... 

This attitude carries over inte 


‘the metaphor of the scagons that 


organizes the hook. Reversing 
Shelley, .Pastan knowa that If 


spring comes, winter lurks be- 


hind. Spring cannot sustain its 
jJoyousness, and the last word in 
the book is about bleak Novernber 
in which her eldest prepares in 
dreams for the ‘wolf... at the 
door."" 

Yet this Is not a melancholy 
book. The pure jay of language is 
omnipresent and a remarkable 
poem on giving birth occurs in the 
section on winter. The poet 
describes her physical ex- 
periences in the delivery room — 
“‘a new magician/who cannot 
produce the rabbit/from my 
swollen hat.’ Finally at th 
climax of the poem, ᾿ 

She’s crowning, someone says, 

bui there {x uo one royal here, 

just me, quite barefooi, 
greeting my barefoot child, 

Naked we come into the world 
and naked we refuse to be 
defeated. It is not the most im- 
pressive posture for acts of 
heroism and faith, but we do per- 
form them frequently, 

Three poems on Jewiah themes 
rofloct the realism and per- 
aistence that mark the tone of the 
rest of the poems. ‘At the Jewish 
Museum" responds to a 
photography exhibit of Manhat- 
tan’s old East Side and expresses 
the impossibility of escape -from 
our origins: τ 
Our childrens’ sins

sential gap. "I set my table with 
metaphor,'' Pastan begins

It is a recognition of exile from 
historical process. Second, the

“Yom Kippur," the poet's insight 

gives a value to sin that makes us 

feel her sympathy and love:

I HOPE these lines of verse 
from "A Perfect Circle of Sun" 
demonstrate Pastan's gift of 
language and freshness of im- 
agery.

She haa, in this book, In 
large measure fulfilled Hmer- 
gon'’s dream — the revelation of

PARLIAMENTARY REPORT / Lea Ben Dor 


WELL, NOW, is it really 
Meshiah's zetten (the days of the 
Messiah)? As this is written, the 
Suez Canal is being re-opened 
with great pomp and a publicity 
circus that only exceeds the Salz- 
burg circus that closed down a 
day or so before. Is President 
Sadat really a peace-loving man 
whose one idea is to end the active 
conflict with Israel and have a 
chance to rebuild Egypt, or at 
least to start his country off in that 
direction before he_ retires next 
year? Or are 811} the circuses only 
intended to ensure the warm and 
cosy and financlally helpful em- 
brace of the U.8., In place of the 
cramping bear hug of the Soviet 
Union? 

There are voices now to say that 
Sadat is Indeed trying a new tack, 
with a prompt counterpoint noting 
that the rest of Egypt, and 
perhaps even Sadat's own 
collaborators, don't take the new 
tack too seriously. Niven the 
“highly placed U.S. official’? who 
travels on the Kissinger plane has 
been known to say both that you 
only have to eat supper with the 
Sadat family to know that this is a 
man totally devoted to peace and, 
on another occasion that he is 
tricky and devious if not worse. 
Sadat is certainly having his day, 
sailing the ‘‘October 6" — date of 
the beginning of the October war 
in 1978~ down the Suez Canal, 
which his troops did succeed in 


ὁ crossing, even If they were thrown 


back later where they were at- 
tacked in force. 

A former Justice Minister, 
Pinhas Rosen, was accustomed to 
say (in places where he would not 
be heard too widely) that the only 
hope for peace was to let the 
Arabs have some amall victory 
just once. It would be difficult and 
dangerous, he realised, but it was 
the only thing that might turn the 
trick. And here, two years after 
the Yom Kippur war, Is the first 
open talk-of peace. Is it certain? 
Of course not. But it is the first 
time it haa even been talked 
about. — i oa ᾿ 

All this makes a thoroughly con- 
fusing situation that was well 
reflected tn the Knesset on 
Wednesday. Eliezer Shostak, of 
the Likud, presented a rather mild 
protest, in the form of a motion to 


the agenda, against the modest 
troop reduction gesture in the 
Canal zone made by us in: 
response to the reopening of the 
Canal by Sadat. It would be a 
precedent he argued, and draw 
pressure for further withdrawals 
and concessions after it. It is dif- 
ficult for an honest man to repre- 
sent it as an immediate danger to 
our lines. The argument on prece- 
dent is not particularly convin- 
cing. 

Tt is significant to recall at this 
stage that e total withdrawal from 
a 30-kilometre zone, and perhaps 
further, more than they have now, 
to enable the Canal to be re- 
opened, was offered to the Hgyp- 
ttans at the time of the visit of U.8. 
Secretary of State Rogers. The 
offer was made by then Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan, as a way 
back to normalcy, and turned 
down by the Egyptlana. This could 
have heen because Rogers told 
them to wait a bit and they would 
get the lot, because that was 
American policy on the issue. It 
could be, as close observers of the 
Middle Kast thought at the time, - 
becauae tt would involve an agree- 
ment with Israel], and even 
something in the nature of 
gratitude for a favour received. 
This would be too high a price to 
pay for the Canal, especially when 
Egypt seemed able to do without it 
quite easily. Sadat’s current 
triumph ts clearly intended to 
spell out ‘we did it ourselves," 
and contraty to expectations he 
was even prepared to caat a 
crumb of appreciation in our 
direction for the troop 
withdrawal, estimating it rightly 
a8 a gesture signalling “we are 
willing to talk business." ξ 


SADAT apparently recognizes a 
symbolic gesture when he sees" 
one, just as the world press has” 
recognized it.'In the. Israel 
Cabinet, on the other hand, there 
was some dissension because itis: 
difficult for the doves to support a 
political step of this: kind ‘if it 
emanates from Prime Minister 
Rabin and is in fact presented by 


‘Defence Minister Shimon Peres. 


If they cannot say it ig wrong then- 
all that is left as a complaint is 

that It is insufficient and useless, - 
an argument quickly contradicted : 


by Sadat himself. It is one of the 
truly puzzling and even discourag- 
ing aspects of our relations with 
the neighbouring Arab states that 
our doves have never cut much ice 
with them. What the Arabs would 
Uke is defeated hawks, not 
triumphant doves, bearing gifts. 

Mr. Shostak pointed out ‘that’ 
only a few days ago the Prime 
Minister said that the re-opening 
of the Canal was not a peace 
gesture directed towards Israel, 
but a move towards the U.S., and 
that !t would be exploited to 
squeeze territorial concessions 
trom Israel, 

Shostak: What has changed since 
he said that? Who was it really 
caused the Government to make 
this gesture of thinning out troops? 

The answer Shostak presum- 
ably had in mind, "Ford and 
Kissinger," hung heavy in the air. 
David Coren: The new adviser, 
apparently. (Laughter) 

The “new adviser’' is the con- 
troversial super-hawk, Aluf 
(Res.) Arie] Sharon, whose inclu- 
sion in-the Prime Minister's per- 
sonal staff has set the dovecotes 
aflutter, and this time not only the 
dovecotes but the eyries of the 
hawks as well. 2 

Foreign Minister Allon's expla- 
nation of the gesture in reply to 
Shostak was brief and to the point, 
and included a warning that the 
withdrawal was reversible if 
Egypt gave cause for concern. He 
was himaelf apparently not 
enthusiastic about the whole 
business. In any case the final 
decision was probably made while 
he was in Rumania, and there has 
in any case heen some argument. 


THE UNEVEN PATTERN of the 
voting at the end of this almost 
meaningless motion to the agenda 
shows an open challenge to the 
Rabin Cabinet and growing move- 
ment inalde the Labour party. The 
reason may not be immediately 
apparent. Mr, Rabin certainly 
found popular support for his 
refusal to sign the Egyptian 
proposals last March and thereby 
cause the break-up of the 
Kissinger shuttle, possibly more 
support than he had himself an- 
ticipated. Unless things go unex- 
pectedly wrong during his visit to 
Washington next week, he should 
enjoy further popular support for 
whatever agreement is made 
there, There is now evidence that 
he is capable of blocking the 
Americana if he belleves the occa- 
sion calls for it, and there will be 
leas fear that we are totally under 
the Kissinger thumb or that.Mr. 
Rabin ‘is taken in. by Kissinger 
wiles. 

Nevertheless, former Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban has been ex- 
pressing himself loudly in favour 
of an immediate Geneva 
Conference rather than more in- 
terim agreements. He has the sup- 
port, for reasons of their own, of 
some hawks who believe a Geneva 
meeting would simply break down 
and thereby tend to perpetuate the 
present situation. There are also 
military men who argue against 
step-by-step withdrawal as in- 
volving us in horrendous costs for 
the repeated rebuilding of front- 
line fortifications and other in- 
sta)lations that could cripple ‘the 
defence forces in other fields, Mr. 
Eban out of office has proved un-. 
expectedly tough. - and’

1 HAVE BEEN fortunate enough 
not to have spent too much of my 
Ife in hospitals, but my ex- 
perience covers quite a variety of 
them, In different continonts. 1 
therefore consider myself an ex- 
pert on the subject. After all, what 
do doctors and nurses know about 
hospitals? They merely wark 
there; the paticnts, who live in 
them, are the ones who really 
know what is poing an, 

The first tine 1 was hospitaliz- 
ed) was in Great Britain, some 
months after the end of World W. 
If. His Majesty's Government, in 
its wisdom, hid decided that the 
hest time for Oriental Uke 
myself ty undergo ad 
fantry training was the bitter cold 
winter of 145-46. Hawever, the 
combination of snow below, ruin 
above, with me in the middle 
practising different styles of 
crawling was too much cven for 
my robust conatitution. I 
developed bronchitis und was sent 
to a military hospital. 

There were about 20 of us in the 
room, with various ailments, real, 
Imaginary or pretended, Every 
morning we had to alraighten our 
beds and then He at attention on 
top of the blunket Cor morning in- 
speclion by the head nurse, a 
woman (she must have been, for 
she ware a skirt) who rightly had 


need ins 


the rank of sergeant-major. 
Before that, the fellow with the 
loweal temperature In the ward 
had to sweep the floor. For 
several days 1 found myself doing 
the job -- even though my 
temperature was well over 39 
degrees (or, rather, its equivalent 
in Fahrenheit! and I was aching 
all over. Then the veteran In the 
next bed togk pity on me and put 
me wise to the trick. This was lo 
adjuat the thermometer upwards, 
which can be done easily enough 
by rubbing it briskly against a 
rough blanket while the nurse's 
back is turned. From then 
onwiurds T maniged Lo ensure that 
ture was sufficiently 
high to exelude me from (he 
sweeping chore until one day, 
almost iniraculously, it returned 
to normal, and Tf was released. 

The physie In charge of the 
hoapital was an elderly, Hmping 
gentleman who, judging by the 
ecampiipn ribbons he sported on 
his white tunie must have par- 
ticipated in every imperial war, 
fram the Boer War onwards. Each 
morning he made the rounds of 
the wards followed by the 
aforementioncid hend nurse. 

“Good morning, my buy,’ he 
rad mechanically, ‘how are you, 
my boy?’ But. like Pontius 
Pilatus, he never stayed for an 
aAnawer, “‘Same treatment, 
Sister,” and off he went to the next 
bed. 


Altogether, it was the most dis- 
elplined hospital I have known, 
and thercfore one af the moat ef- 
ficient: few patients were inclined 
to stay In the place longer than 
was absolutely necessary. 


ONE OF MY memorable en- 
counters with hospital hospitality 
was in Colombo, Ceylon — now Sri 
Lanka. Diagnosis: acute appen- 
dicitis. Although by training and 
inclination 1 am a sworn antl- 
colonialist, antl-lmperiatist -- 
when it came to the choice of n 
hospital, I preferred that of the 
British planters, which had an en- 
viable reputation for sterilization 
and eleantiness. The operation, 
performed by an excellent 
Ceylonese surgeon, wenl off 
without camplications, and T was 
reeuperaling In the magnificently 
quiet and peacefil surroundings 
of which the hospital was rightly 
proud. 

One a an Australian rabbi, 
returning from Israel, stopped off 
nt Colombe; nat finding me at the 
Legation, he came to gee me at the 
hospital and we had av long and 
friendly chat. Soon after his 
departure, 1 found that the at- 
titude of the huspital staff towards 
me changed. Passing my room, 
they walked on tiptoe; entering it, 
they wore solemn experessions on 
their faces; talking in my 
presence, they spoke in whispers. 

T could not for the life of me un- 
derstand the change -- until a 
night orderly, with whom 1 had 
beeome friendly, solved the 
mystery: the staff were convinced 
that the rabbi had been sum- 
moned from Australia to perform 
the Inst rites, or take a last confes- 


sion, If such effort and expense 
were justified, they rensoned, my 
condition must be erllical and my 
earthly demise at hand. I was glad 
to disappoint them — whereupon 
the smiling faces natural to most 
Ceylonese returned. 


THE NEXT SCENE takes place In 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. T had 
fallen off a horse, or rather had tet 
myself drop before the beast had a 
chance to Idll me, which [ἢ was 
determined lo do. 

FollowIng a lengthy trip by 
private plane and taxi, a pre- 
seheduled speech which I 
delivered sitting down, in torn 
clothes and aching all over — I 
was in the country on a leeture 
tour -- [ ended up, well after mid- 
ht, Inthe Jewish Hospital of the 
Argentinian cnpital. 

Now, this was nol the most 
modern hespital - the bullding 
waa ald, the green paint peeling 
off the walls --- but it was by far 
st cosy and frlendly [have 
mtn. Ὁ ΝΒ put inn Οὐ δὶ, 
every evening two orderjies 
fed me bee tu ἃ taxi, whieh 
delivered me to the venue of that 
night's speech; the rest of the 
time { spent In bed and received 
visitors from neighbuuring reoms. 

My must che visit 
was from the chief cook — he had 
come from Hungury, wore a huge 
white chef's cap, was a maater of 
his art. We had detailed dis- 
eussions concerning the day’s 
menu, welghing the relative ad- 
vantages of Hungarian goulash 
and wilenersehnitzel, of créme 
Bavaria and choeulate mousse. 
The resulta of these conversations 
were evident in the gourmet‘s 


food I was served — unequalled in 
Any restaurant even in Buenos 
Aires, a city renowned for its 
restaurants, 


EVENTUALLY, after 40 years in 
this country, I, came to know the 
{nside of an Isracii hospital. To, 
tell the truth, it was not precisely 
the quietest and most restful I 
have known, but undoubtedly it 
was the most stimulating Intellec- 
tually. Where else can a pationt 
suffering from insomnia find a 
group of orderlies, nurses, 
patients and relatives to discuss, 
inflntion at 10 p.m., the Isracl- 
Arab problem at 2 a.m., the Book 
of Job at 6 a.m.? Politics was the 
favourite subject — with religton 
a close second. 

The religious attitudes of the 
patients, differing widely, 
somehow seemed to merge in that 
pariicular environment. The un- 
hellevers were ready, even eager, 
5. Divine WIL, while the 
believers had some diffleulty In 
swaltowing the apparent gap 
between it and their own wishes. 

A most popular entertainment 
in the hospital in-question was the 
pyjama game — the dally attempt 
1ὸ find αὶ jacket and trousers which 
would fit the patient and, If possi- 
ble, bear some relationship to 
each other. I must admit that I in- 
variably lost the game — the 
trousers were cither too short or 
too wide, the jacket of different 
coloured stripes and too narrow. 
When one day I found myself only 
able to walk around by holding up 
a pair of cordless trousers with 
my hands, I gave up. 
Henceforward, I wore my own 
pyjamas, and felt Ilke a king. 


Dry Bones 
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THE ARAB BOYCOTT is not 
new; but up until now Israelis took 
little notice of it, because it failed 
to harm their interests. Best to ig- 
nore it, people felt. 

Since the oil-price explosion in 
1973, Arab pressure has become 
more hurtful. It is still not hurtful 
enough to force a re-assessment 
among the Jews of their response. 
Yet a new problem has emerged 
that warrants attention. It springs 
from the Indifference of the Jews, 
as much as from the power of the 
Arabs. 

The target of the boycott [8 
business firms. Business firms act 
in accordance with business con- 
siderations. The business con- 
sideration in this case 15 that the 
Arabs get cross, and the Jews do 
not. The Arabs object if Joe Bloke 
decs business with Israel. The 
Jews do not object if he writes an 
abject letter to the Arabs promis- 
ing that he will shun all Israeli 
customers. 

Under the circumstances (Joe 
Bloke surmises) what is there to 
lose? Petro-dollars are all the 
rage. So companies find 
themselves out-boycotting the 
boycott, in a frenzy of ingratiating 
salesmanship. The Arabs do not 
forbid the sale of goods (other 
than weaponry) to Israel. No 
matter: some firms refuse orders 
juat in case. 

There is a pathetic side to this 
ecstasy of self-denial. As the 
London “Economist” stated last 
month; ‘'One of the saddest sights 
in the choked hotels of the coun- 
tries around the Gulf is the foreign 
businessman waiting for a deal 
that always seems on the point of 
materlalizing, but never does.” 
That busjnessman will certainly 
have in his pocket the requisite 
“negative certificate of origin,” 
testifying that his firm ‘thas no 
commercial, industrial and/or 
any other relations with Israel." 

The boycott is largely a bluff — 
and It does not work too well if 
the bluff is called. TWA, Hilton, 
Sheraton, Ford, Leyland, 
Dassault, the Club Méditerranée- 
— all broke the boycott rules, and 
all are welcome operators in Arab 
markets. Van der Stoel, Holland's 
Foreign Minister, cancelled a trip 
to Saudi Arabia because they 
would not admit a Jewish jour- 
nalist in his train. A few months 
later, Henry Kissinger was given 
8 royal welcome in Riyadh, com- 
plete with five Jewish journalists. 

For that matter, the U.S. 
Government supplies arms to 
Israel on a formidable scale, and 
no Arab sanctlons are applied. 
Latest figure on the black-Hst is, 
to quote the British “Guardlan" 
newspaper, ‘‘the entire Bahai 
religion,” because it has impor- 
tant shrines In Israel. The ''Guar- 
dian" columniat comments drily: 
“Will the Boycott Office outlaw 
Roman Catholicism next? I doubt 
it. The Pope has more divisions." 


DIVISIONS, OF COURSE, Is the 

answer. People can stand up to 

Arab importunitias {f thay are nol 

vulnerable. They are safe, for ox- 

ample, If they have no desire to 

trade with the Arabs; or if the 
, Arabs need their trade, which 18 
‘ not infrequently the case. 

They can also be safe !f they 
band together — if all agree that 
Alserlinination (of any kind) is 
out. The attempt to ostracize 
Jowish banks worked ἰὴ England, 
where Kielnwort Benson excluded 
both 5.6. Warburg and ΝΜ. 
Rothachild from a loan, arranged 
(with Arab participation) for a 
Japanese company. It worked in 
France, where Lazard Freres was 
excluded by the Crédit Lyonnala 
and the Banque Nationale de 
Paris (both State-owned in- 
stitutions). from an issue syn- 
dicate for Air France (which is 
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The appointment of Avraham Agmon to head the 
battle against the Arab boycott may signal the start 
of serious counter-action by Israel and Jews the 
world over.

another State-owned concern). 

But in the U.5. and in West Ger- 
many, the banks stood together 
against these policies of dis- 
crimination; and the Arab effort 
collapsed. A comment made by 
the Socialist Group of the Buro- 
pean Parliament, in a confidential 
document dated April 1975, Ia il- 
juminating: "It will be easter for 
individual member States (of the 
EEC) to sey no to discrimination 
imposed by the Arab world if it is 
certain that other member States 
will also say no.” 

The problem that has to be fac- 
ed is the extent of the Arabs’ 
power to damage private business 
Interests In other people's coun- 
trles, That power exists, It cannot 
be dented. But there is already a 
superstition current that ex- 
aggerates the reality. Men have 
always tended to overestimate 
parvenz autarchies. Hitler used to 
be compared with God. (It was a 
Joke, but one that evoked no 
laughter.) 

rab power likewise seems im- 
mensc. All that money pourlng 
into their laps — it is hypnotic. 
Business firms, agog for more 
orders, think no further than they 
have to. They fall easily to the 
biandishments of the sheikh, who 
waves tantalizing dollar bills 
before their noses. 


BUT THE. SHBIKH'S position [5 
not so mighty that he can order 
the industrialized world around 
like servants. It is necessary to 
place developments in their 
proper perspective. The Arabs 
have a closed shop in oll; they will 
not have it forever. Normalizing 
forces are already at work, Presi- 
dent Ford has doubled the tariff 
on of] Imports, and removed the 
price celling on local substitutes, 

Oll pricea are going to fall, 
because the outside world is busy 
developing an energy surplus. 
Anyway, constant overcharging 
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would eventually (to: quote the 
“Economist” again) make the 
goose that Jays the golden eggs 
(the petro-dollars) "ἴσο sickly to 
go on laying."” 

The money that is pourlng in at 
present is not going to transform 
the Arab countries overnight. Ac- 
cording to that same 
"Economist" in an excellent 90- 
page survey of the Middle Hast of} 
problem: “A large part of its 
(Saudi Arabia's) population still 
lives in a mental] world far remov- 
ed from the industrial era; its 
educational system has hardly 
begun to function; its potential 
middle class ia tiny; and it is a 
country where a small group of 
senior administrators presides 
over 8 bureaucracy lethargic 
even by Gulf standards." 

In a word, the Mideast coun- 
tries depend too much on the West 
to antagonize it by hectoring tac- 
ties. They are walking on the edge 
of a precipice aa it 1s. The most ad- 
vanced States in the world do not 
like to be held at ransom by desert 
chieftains playing monopoly. 
They do not relish watching their 
industries, hotels, banks and real 
estate being bought up with the 
money that was extorted from 
their own pockets by the most im- 
pudont economic cartel in history. 

A flood of legislative 
proposaig.is before the U.S. 
Congress not only to halt Arab als- 
crimination, but to leash 
"foreign" investments (that Is, In- 


vestment by the Gulf powers) [η΄ 


America. Senator Harrison 
Williams tabled a bill to prevent 
the acquisition of more than δ per 
cent -in U.S. companies by any 
foreign investor who should be 
engaged in the boycott of an 
American firm because of its 
dealings with an outside country. 


SENATOR DANIEL, INOUYE 
presented a milder measure, agk- 
ing for disclosure whenever more 


than δ per cent of any stock ie 
bought by a foreigner. Senator 
John Sparkman wants 90 days' 
notice prior to any purchase or 
lease of any right or title to a 
-natural resource in the U.S., with 
Presidential powers to invalidate 
the acquisition if It impinges on 
the avallability of such resources 
to the United States. 

Senator William Roth would 
prohibit any foreign investment in 
“gensitive™ arcas — the defence 
industrles and the media, 
Representative Robert A. Roe 
would set up a National Foreign 

. Investment Control Commission, 
to monitor foreign ownership, 
with powers to divest. Represen- 
tative Joseph Graydos would for- 
bid foreigners to buy more than 5 
per cent of voting stock, or 38 per 
cent of non-voting stock. Senator 
Hugh Scott would like disclosure 
of holdings that excced $10,000, 
Representative Stephen Solarz 
would prohibit forolgn purchase 
into companies important to the 
nation's political or economic 
security, 

Each of these proposals Is a bill 
before the American legislature, 
suggesting that the financial im- 
balance created by OPEC is a 
cause of anxiety, The Imperialist 
is now the Arab, functioning via 
the money market, His position is 
sensitive. If he overdoes thingzs, it 
could be the straw that breaks the 
camel's back. If he not only buys 
out American assets, but takes It 
upon himself to dictate in the West 
exactly who folks may or may not 
do business with,.he might juat 
provoke counter-measures that 
could complicate his own situa- 
tion. The Socialist Group in the 
European Parliament belleves 
that the Community should set ‘a 
celling for participation by Arab 
investors in undertakings in the 
Community, in order ‘fo prevent 
these undertakings from being in- 
volved in Arab economic dis- 
crimination." 


SO FAR, ALL this political stock- 
taking suggesta a mood in Europe 
and North Ameriea, and little 
more than that. Governments will 
probably refrain from specifically 
taking action, as long as Arab 
Governments do not thrust this 
boycott business down their 
throats. Therefore, the confronta- 
tion will remain at a homely level 
between the blustering Mr, Mo- 
hamed Mahgoub in Damascus 
(with his various branch offices In 
the different Arab countries) and 
the agitated private businessman. 
Avshalom Kennet, of Israel's 
Forelgn Ministry, calla !t the 
“hilllard-table syndrome.” The 
Arab aims his billiard ball not 
at the billiard ball of the Israeli, 
but at that of the unfortunate 
Western bualnessman --- — which 
fs made to suffer a second colll- 
sion with the israel! bilHard ball. 
Joe Bloke, In fact, becomea the 
fall-guy. Or he would be if there 
was ἃ comeback from the Jewish 
side. That was not necessary 
when the problem was Mahgoub's 
rather hilarious questionnaires, [t 
is different when Joe Bloke, a non- 
Arab, sends Israel] to Coventry. 
He does it because there is no 
reason not to, because it Is the jol- 
ly thing to do nowadays, because 
capering before the Arab 
plutocrats pays off. At 
He-will desist if he discovers 


that ft does not pay off after all.” 


Jewish counter-pressure could 
call the Arab bluif..It would turn. 
the sltuatlon upside down. ‘The in- 
jured party would discover a 
wholesome truth, that a conscien- 
tious attitude of - non- 
digerimination on his part 
towards both Jew and Arab will 
keep his nose clean in either 
camp. Ἢ 2 
Avraham ("'Buing") Shavitt, a 


hard-headed Jewish industrialist 
(and newhly-elected President of 
the Manufacturers Association) 
is clear on the steps required. 
“The matter concerns us 
businessmen," he growls. Needed 
is a new, non-Governmental 
organization, headed by one top- 
level businessman in Israel and 
one abroad. It would conduct a 
counter-action to the blackmail. 
Any company ylelding to the Arab 
boycott would be subject to the 
Jewish boycott — and the 
response Gmong Jews would not 
be slow in coming. 


THE ORGANIZATION would 
refrain from penalizing under- 
takings which are heavily com- 
mitted to the Arab sector, like the 
oll companies. [t would select for 
{ts target those firms which have 
no cause to yield to Arab 
blackmall, other than an 
overweoning ambition to make an 
easy buck. Suck concerted action, 
conducted by a business com- 
munity which has a sophisticated 
knowledge of the meoncy market. 
could wreak havoc with the Arab 
boycott. 

The Jewish financial sector [8 a 
sleeping giant, reluctant to wake. 
The Israel Government has been 
more complacent still. Once upon 
a time it called off a proposed 
boycott by American customers of 
Toyota Motors, because the 
Japanese company's agent In the 
U.S. turned out to be a major con- 
tributor to the UJA. Jews are 
queucing with the beat of them, to 
serve the Arab market. It is learnt 
from a reliable source that one 
has been spotted trying to corner 
the sesame secd market, because 
he read in the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica that the Arabs are con- 
sumers of sesame secd. 

But a well-ordered campaign 
would rally all circles eagerly. 
And there is a new man to lead it, 
at least on the Israeli side. Last 
Sunday the Cabinet approved the 
appolntment of a very senior civil 
servant, Avraham Agmon 
(formerly the Treasury's 
Director-General}, to act as ad- 
viser to the Government on 
Matters Concerning Economic 
Warfare. The Intention was to call 
him, more curtly, Adviser on 
Economic Warfare (leaving out 
“Matters Concerning"). But that 
might have suggested a Govern- - 
ment bent on hostilities, which Is 
not the case. “"I am to deal with 
other countries’ economic war- 
fare against us,'’ Agmon amiled. 

What will he do? Examine the 
situation first. Talk to those 
affected, at home and abroad. 
Both sides are directly concerned, 
he says. ‘‘What starta as a boycott 
against Israel turns quickly Into a 
boycott against the Jews. As ever, 
adversity creates an identity of in. 
terests between the two com- 
munities. 

“Democratic governments are 
not cnamoured of attempts -— 
never mind by whom — to in- 
terfere with the freedom of 
business and the freedom of trade, 
That [5 another factor to help our 
cause. All theae - considerations 
together make ine confident that I 
ean do something to discharge tha 
task laid upon τ." Agmon con- 
eludes. ᾿ ᾿ : 

There are good reasons for tak- 
ing action to oppose the Arab cam- 
paign.: But what counts is the ac-* 
Yon taken. The entry into the fleld 
of Avraham Agmon (the man who 
organized, among other things, 
the Econonile Conference) may 
provide the opportunity needed to

CERTAIN EXPRESSIONS, used 
too often, tend to acquire a one 
of banality. In photography, suc 
an expression is “human iIn- 
terest." Bandicd about carclessly 
since the early days of photo- 
journalism, it has lost much of ite 
truthfulness, 

Yet, it still conveys the essence 
of meaningtul photography. 

Without in any way denigrating 
photography which does not deal 
with the human being, we may 
well concede that featuring man is 
the camera's greatest achieve- 
ment. And human interest means 


taking an interest in man's simple 
everyday concerns, 

Only that photographer can 
elaim to be doing “human In- 
terest'’ work who becomes 
genuinely involved in his subjects 
— laughing with them when he 
shoots them laughing, crying with 
them when they are in pain. 


ANNA RIWKIN-BRICK, the 
Jewish-Swedish photographer 
who died in Israel four years 
ago, was that kind of ἃ 
Pholographer. Her books on 
children the world over showed

rare compassion and insight into 
the life of the young, Though she 
worked in many countries, her 
two great loves were Sweden and 
Israel, where she did some of her 
best and most creative 
photography. 

It was vory fitting therefore 
that, following her death, a com- 
mittee, headed by Swedish 
Supreme Court Justice Ingrid 
Gaorde Wicdemar, was formed to 
award an annual prize to a 
photographer whose work carrled 
the mark of ‘Human Interest." 
The award goes alternately to a 
Swedish and an Israeli 
cameraman. The photographs on 
these pages show the work of last 
year's award-winner, Sweden's 
Anders Petersen (p.12) and 
current. prizo-winner Shalom Bar- 
Tal of Israel (p. 18). Bar-Tal 
received the prize from Sweden's 
Ambassador to Israel, Mr. Sten 
Sunfeldt, last Wednesday. 


THE TWO THEMES dealt with by 
Petersen, "The Pub" and “Cir- 
cus,"’ are more than just a 


superficial glance into these two 
worlds. Only a profound inferest in 
the lives of the people portrayed 
can produce this kind of photo. 
The troubled face of the dwarf, the 
lovers’ embrace which seems 
truer than truth — the camera 
was not just recording these, it 
was with the people. 

Israel has been very much 
overexposed"’ to the camera. 
The number of supposedly 
professional photographers trying 
to make a Hving here is almost ab- 
surdly high. Too many of them, 
however, are mere snapshooters, 
wanderlng around the country 
mindlessly pressing the shutter 
button. 

Shalom Bar-Tal Is a refreshing 
exception. His contribution to 
Photography was perhaps best 
summed up by a picture editor 
who said recently: “If I asalgn 
Shalom to even the driest theme, 
he brings back photos that have a 
heart.’ Take the shot of the old 
hand on this page: it shows, In a 
flash, what true “human interest" 
photography is all about.
